Unfortunately 
many of us may overlook other factors, and very important 
ones, too, which might have brought about the same results 
even had the old school system remained. 


_ | The older days were the pioneer days here; Many folks ‘ei- 

ther did not have cars, or did not have such good cars, nor 
did they have so much money to spend. As a result they tended 
to live closer to home, and to make their own pleasures. Picture 
shows were neither so frequent, nor so good, and the radio was 
unknown. Linking up their pleasures closely with their home 
and community building activities, they found the schoolhouse 
an ideal t for social: activities of all sorts. This was gen- 
erally healthy community development and fun, and tied 
the people of the district together, But not only is the ‘modern 
automobile and modern amusements res ble. ‘In many 
communities there has been- a decided p in population. 
Farms have grown larger as the mechanized era has come upon 
us, and less manpower is required to till the soil and reap the 
crops, 

Quite a number of community functions, which in their 
day became almost institutions, have ceased, and now take 
their place among the other hallowed memories of good times 
that are gone. 

But back to the music again. Not too long ago about the 
only music we enjoyed was that which was produced locally, 
Many of the first melodies we Jearned were from the well- 
rosined bows of the old time fiddles. (Bless their squeaky 
souls). The sounds they made were not always what might be 
called musical, but for want of something better they did their 
bit to bring us music; Then there were those stalwarts, who 
overlooking any vocal handicaps they suffered, led us in song. 
Just how-many songs we learned that way no one knows, but 
they were numerous. The teachérs.in rural schools did a great 
service in this regard. Often without the services of a piano, 
they taught the children the songs that were to feature that 
annual extravaganza, the Christmas concert. Joking aside, ‘it 
was for both children and parents, a highlight of the year. 

Daring souls soon began to invest in phonographs of vari- 
ous sorts, ‘and musical acquaintance took a new step forward. 
Distorted though the tones might have been, those original 
recordings on cylinder and disc brought many of us our first 
glimpse of “real music.” 

The next step was the Chautauqua, with, at last, real live 
talent, and in many cases it was really talent. It was at a Chau- 
tauqua that your Editor first heard a violin played so that it 
could be enjoyed, an event which saw an antipathy of many 
years standing dissolved. 

Now, it’s music, and music carried to us with remarkable 
fidelity .. . all the time. Any hour of the day we can turn on 
our radio and hear music, produced by high priced experts, 
and rendered in wormanshiplike fashion: Really it is hard to 
imagine the progress which has come about since the fiddles, 
accordians and the occasional piano or organ were our solé 
links with the world of music and song. 


THERE HAVE BEEN WET AND DRY 
SERIES OF YEARS 


The Canadian has been given a series of precipitation 
charts covering the early years of this and the Edmonton dist- 
ricts which were among the personal papers of the late Frank 
Farley. These charts throw an interesting halo over Alberta 
weather conditions, The year 1926 was the wettest year on 
record, while the years 1886 and 1889 were two of the driest 
years on record. In 1926 there was a general precipitation of 
31 inches, while in 1886 and 1889 it was barely 7 inches in 
each year.The longest period of above average precipitation 
was from 1899 to 1904 when the precipitation registered 25, 
28, 28, 21, 21, and 19 inches per'year. There was a fairly steady 
general average from 1911 to 1927, and since that time the pic- 
ture has not béen so good. The years 1942 and 1943 showed a 
general precipitation of 19 and 17 inches, respectively. All this 
makes interesting reading, but there is nothing one can do a- 
bout it. The fall of 1949 was extremely dry. here, The fall of. 
1950 has been extremely met. One cannot forecast what effect 
the current condition will have upon the 1951 production. It 
should be good. But the June and July rains are the ones that 
build the crops in this area—Camrose Canadian.

Regulations of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission designed to pre- 
vent a drain on the unemployment in- 
surance fund through claims from 
women who, on marriage, are really 
with-drawing from the employment | 
field, have been approved.

For example, if a woman has been 
working in ingurable employment up 
to her marriage and keeps on working 
for the same employer for six months 
following. her marriage and then re- 
signs, she cannot qualify for benefit 
until she gets other employment for a 
further 90 days, or until two years 


» have elapsed from the date of her mar 


riage. $ 

However, if: she resigns. from her 
employment prior to her marriage, she 
may count the first 90 days of employ- 
ment that she obtains after her mar- 
riage, towards overcoming the disqual- 
ification. Should she then become un- 
employed, or should two years or more 
hdve elapsed from the date of her 
marriage, she will no longer be subject 
to any disqualification.

Throughout the entire life span, the 
female mortality rate is lower than the 
male. Nature makes some allowance for { 
this by arranging that 106 boys are 
born for every 100 girls. The ratio of 
female survival is higher even before 
birth, Infectious diseases of childhood, 
| except whooping cough, are more often 
fatal to boys than to girls, and accident 
al deaths are oné and one-half times 
as frequent among boys. . 

In early adulthood the mortality ra’ 
es of both sexes are almost even, but 
women still have the advantage: at 25
